W1LLS0N DOING WELL 

Kentucky Seems to Hsvs Good Gov 
srnor st Lsst-Presidsntisl Candi- 
dstes Busy. 

Kentucky is beginning to feel that 
stie has a governor at last. Mr. Will- 
son ts doing the right thing lo ao 
many dirrerent ways that It Is hard 
to pick them all out, but mostly bis 
actions are based on two principles: 
that all men shall have Justice, and 
that the law or the state must and 
shall be enforced. These are the two 
principles on which all good govern- 
ment rests, and he could do no better. 

The governor's greatest achievement 
so tar has been the bringing ot peace 
between part or the tobacco growers 
and the trust. This Is more rully de- 
scribed In another column, as is his 
prompt reply to Chief Justice O'Rear, 
who made a speech condemning the 
sending ot troops Into the disturbed 
districts. 

The governor has made two other 
ches during the week which have 
shown what he intends to do. The 
first was at a banquet In Louisville, 
where he declared that the law was go- 
ing to ba enforced In this state to 
the full limit ot his powers, and that 
the old shame of Kentucky, and her 
reputation as a lawless and violent 
state would soon be ended. Thla Is 
fully In keeping with his sending ot 
troops where they are needed, and his 
refusal to pardon Power* or to act 
In any other cases *>« f ire the courts. 

The other speecn was at a banquet 
given In his honor in Cinclnnal by 
the New England C Association. The 
editor or The Cltlien had the pleas- 
ure or being present on this occasion, 
and can rully testify aa to the simple 
earnestness and vigor with which Mr. 
Wlllson spoke. He said only a few 
words, and indulged In no oratory, but 
told plainly and simply his desire "to 
be or some use." There was no mis- 
taking that he mean It, and that he is 
not seeking self advancement, but Is 
only trying to eerve the people In his 
work as governor. 

On- subject to which the governor Is 
turning his attention is the re-dlstrlct 
Ing of the state. He haa called ror 
advice front a number cf Important 
men of both parties, saying that be 
believes that all honest people are In 
favor of a rair dlvlalon or the state. 
Also he Is reported to be considering 
the election lav/, and it Is understood 
that recommendations as to the cor- 
rection or these two great evils will 
be practically all that he will lay be- 
fore ths legislature in his Hrst mes- 
sage to It. 

Mr. Wlllson has also shown his care 
ror the wishes of the people by saying 
that he will make no appointment tlil

The young officer entering the army has piod pay. lie receive* 
fllG.fi? a month. This is more than the average of graduates from Y.ib 
and Harvard get in their first veart out of college. It is enough, too, 
for all needs in army life if the young fellow has good common sense. 
Of course, if he is going to graduate from the academy one day and get 
married the next he sets in for a hard time. 

1 would rely on three things for a permanent army m this country. 
First, we should have the regular army. Then there should he well- 
trained reserves in the states, say three regiments in all the larger states 
like New York. Pennsylvania, ami similar states. These reserves should 
be part of the National tiuard. but specially trained men bachelor 
regiments ready to come forwanl at the first sound of war. The\ should 
be fine marksmen and exceptionally well drilled men, developed under 
the liest available bachelor officers from the regular army and the National 
(•Hard. Then there should lw the National (iuard as a third element of 
•trength. With a regular army of at least 50,000 available men, ami u 
reserve from the states of 50 .000 more to go to the front in case of war. 
every immediate demand of any emergency would be met, and meanwhile 
the volunteers and National Ouard would be forming in even larger 
strength to make up the needed ar.ny for further operations. Tliat is 
the way this country will probably for all time meet its military necessi- 
ties, and it is the logical ami sensible way. 

The wisott thing fiat ha* lieen done in many ycara has boon the pro- 
vision of target rangit in the states and regular practice for the National 
t.uard in rifle firing. 1 tell you that when you get a man to understand 
a gun and know how to fire it effectively he is nine-tenths a soldier.

There must he more manual training. Kvery boy should be taught 
tome form of handiwork, the use of tools, so that he can got a living 
by hi* hands if need be, developing the constructive faculties and keep- 
ing employed in the things that interest him. 

Our Isoya should Ik- trained in civics that the\ may !«• prepared for 
the duties of citizenship. While they are in their teens they should 
know what their city is trying to do and how it proposes to do it. They 
should liecome interested in problems of transudation and lighting, of 
sanitation and tenements, should know what other titles are doing and 
wherein we should follow or make plans for ourselves. Kvery l»oy should 
be taujrht to look forwanl to participation in public affairs as soon as bj 
comes of age. He should take all the pride in his city that the Greek 
boy did in Athena or Sparta ami be as deeply mtere.-ttd in the modem 
victories of peace at the voung Human was in military triumphs.

KEEP UP THE WHEAT LA NO. 

Fertility of «0o Soil Must Bo K.pt Up 
at Any Coat 

The fertility "I flat wheat land must 
be kept up at any coat, but wo ar« 
certain that In some parts of the west 
the fertility la surely declining Only 
a small per cent of our farmers have 
as yet reversed the process. It la easy 
enough to keep up tbe fertility uf the 
wheat fields If the owner of the wheat 
farm la willing to take tbe Intuitu* 
tlon that has been collected from th« 
eiperloncea uf other men Wheat land 
cannot be kept up In fertility if the 
procesa of wheat ralelng every year Is 
followed. 

Two thing* inuat b« done — a rotu 
tlon must be established and autre 
fertiliser such as potash and phosphate 
must be applied In some quantities 
each year. Rotating so as to bring In 
• le«umlntms crop evsry few years 
will help keep up tbe supply of nltw 
gen and will Improve the physical tei- 
ture of the soil Potash and phos- 
phorus can be applied In small quanti 
ties each year at a amsl! cost per acre 
and this must be done If the quality of 
the land ta to be maintained Kola 
tlon la a good thing, but It can never 
bring lu potash or phosphorus that 
have been ttken from the land or 
which the land larka

Nctsd Scientist I* Dead at Glasgow, 
Aged 83 Year*. 

Glasgow — Lord Kelvin, the noted 
scientist, died Tuesday. 

William Thornton, first lord Kelvin, 
was born at Relfast. Ireland. June 26. 
1924. He was a celebrated mathema- 
tician and physicist and occupied the 
chair of natural philosophy In Glas- 
gow university from 1846 lo 1S99. He 
was knighted in IH66 and was created 
llaron Kelvin In 1S82. 

in the domains of heat, electricity 
and magnetism he was one of ttM 
great Investigator* of the century. He 
Invented a number of Instruments 
used In navigation and deep sea ex 
plorallon and took a pmmln.-nt part 
In Ihe laying of the first submarine 
cables In the Atlantic.

SORT TO FISTICUFFS. 



Latter Call* Form*, a Liar and Lively 
Combat Ensues for a 
Moment. 

Washington — The spirit of rivalry 
that for Ave year* haa alternately 
amoldered and blazed between John 
Sharp Williams of Mississippi, leader 
of the minority, and David A. De Ar- 
moml of Missouri, leader of the minor- 
ity opposition, culminated in a flat 
flght Thursday on the floor of tbe 
house of representatives 

Tbe blows of Mr. De Armond caused 
blood to flow down the face of Mr. 
Williams, and only tbe forcible Inter- 
vention of friends cut the combat 
shvrt. Mr. De Armond bore away a 
scuffed nose. 

The Immediate csuse of tbe fight 
wss the passing of the He by Mr. De 
Armond to Mr Williams, resultant of 
a complaint by the former that the 
minority leader had broken faith In 
"burying" Mr. llooher of Ml**ourI by 
recommending bis assignment by 
Speaker Caunon to the committee on 
coinage, weight* and measures. 

According lo tbe statements of tbe 
principals. Mr. Williams defended bis 
action by declaring he had been told 
by Mr Hooher's collesgue. Mr. Lloyd 
of Missouri, that the committee as- 
signment would lie satisfactory to Mr. 
llooher. Mr. De Armond bluntly ques- 
tioned the truth of the statement, and 
after the failure of an effort on his 
[■art to transfer the scene of con- 
troversy. Mr. Williams struck Mr. De 
Armond a blow in tbe face with closed 
flat. 

The exciting Incident will not be 
aet down In the official records of the 
Sixtieth congress, for the house bad 
been some minutes adjourned when 
the first blow was struck. 

Some representative cried out:

CIGARETTES CAN BE SOLD. 
Illinois Law Doesn't Prohibit It, Say* 



Sprlngfeld. Ill— The supreme court 
Wednesday handed down an opinion 
declaring the anti-cigarette law passed 
by the legislature this year diss* not 
apply to rigarettes which contain pure 
tobacco, but only to thoae cigarettes 
which contain substances deleterious 
to health It hold* that the leglsla- 
tun haa the right under the exerciae 
of Its police power to pas* an act pro- 
hibiting the sale of cigarette*, but 
that it cannot prohibit the sale of 
rjgajVette* under the present act, the 
tttlo of which only provide* for the 
regulation of tbe sale of cigarettes. 

The net of June. 1907. prohibiting 
the snle of theater or amusement tick- 
ets for prices greater than the amount 
printed on the face of the tickets, was 
declared Invalid.

r Magazine In Palermo Blows 
Up— Whole Town Shaken. 



Palermo. — A terrlllr explosion oc- 
curred Thur»da> evening In the mili- 
tary powder magazine, where a large 
quantity of dynamite was stored, and 
was followed by a number of lesser ex- 
plosions, the whole uwn being badly 
shaken and the people thrown into a 
panic. Almost Immediately flame* 
shot high In th air and spread to the 
ruins of houses that had fallen, adding 
greatly to the terror of thoae who 
were In the Immediate neighborhood 
of the disaster. 

It is estimated that about 25 per 
aona were killed and a hundred others 
Injured. Troops were ordered out to 
aid the firemen in clearing away the 
wreck and succoring the wounded.
